The Joint Conferen^ £ 7 /mittee of 
the two houses of the’Lfc&isiu.t ure niet 
yesterday afternoon and agreed upon a 
compromise measure which will he re¬ 
ported to the Senate this morning. The 
report will recommend the Wells hill 
selecting the Hunt property as the site 
far the new Capitol, modified by a pro¬ 
vision giving the State Capitol Com¬ 
mission the discretion to purchase the 
additional block desired by the major¬ 
ity In the Senate. The commission Is 
to have the option to purchase the 
property at any time before March 1. 
1906. The agreement of the committee 
was unanimous and it is believed the 
bill will pass both houses promptly, 
and that an adjournment can be 
reached by to-morrow evening or 
Thursday morning. 

Debate was begun yesterday In the 
House on the Eeoh-Townsend Railway 
Rate‘bill. The Democrats vigorously 
opposed the adoption of the rule to 
shut off amendments, but It was adopt¬ 
ed by a vote of 160 to 140. Prior to 
the vote Mr. Williams, the minority 
leader, offered to surrender every mo¬ 
ment of debate if the rule were so 
amended as to permit a vote on three 
amendments to the bill. The proposl 
tlon, however, was refused by the Re¬ 
publican leaders.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 6.—[Special.]— 
The second Joint Conference Committee 
of the General Assembly, necessitated 
by the refusal of the lower house 
accept an amendment by the Senate to 
the Wells Bill, adding a square of 
ground to the Hunt place site, late this 
afternoon unanimously agreed upon 
substitute for the objectionable amend 
ment. by which substitute the purchase 
of this block Is left In the discretion of 
the Capitol Commission, which is fur¬ 
nished options upon It for twelv 
months from March 1 next. 

The report will be made to the Sen 
ate to-morrow. It will be accepted 
and the House bill, so aihended. will be 
passed without dissent and sent to the 
House for concurrence. 

Such general satisfaction Is felt to 
night over the agreement of the Con 
Terence Committee that It Is assured of 
acceptance by the House. The House 
can then. If a oilcrum be present on 
Wednesday, report Its action to the 
Governor, the measure be approved by* 
the Executive, and the extra session 
be brought to a close late Wednesday 

afternoon or Thursday morning.

The unanimous action of the joint 
Conference Committee was the r *ult 
of a proposal from the Senate, and it 
came within an hour of the meeting of 
the two committees. The committee 
from the House, representing largely 
the element which refused concurrence 
in the amendment as It first came from 
the Senate, several day* since, quickly 
and readily agreed to the proposal, 
which gives the House members all 
they* have been contending for. the <*x- 
penditure of only $10,000 by the Capitol 
Commission for the Hunt site. The 
square insisted upon by the Senate was 
not recommended by the commission, 
and while nn appropriation of $60,000 
Is named in the agreed bill, it provides 
only what the House insisted upon. The 
strongest opponent, of the amendment 
aa It first came from the.Senate, Repre. 
sentatlve Welle, of Calloway*, was a 
member of the Conference Committee.

Text of the Agreement 

The agreement of that committee, 
signed this afternoon. I» herewith glv^n 
"We, the members of the Joint Con¬ 
ference Committee, hereby agree to 
unanimously report as follows; 

“That the Wells Bill, as amended by 
the Senate, be recommended, modified 
aa follows: 

“That upon the option given by citi¬ 
zens of Frankfort, owners of property 
in the disputed square, providing that 
the Capitol Commission may, at any 
time until March 1, 1906. exercise said 
options, already given on the square 
of property added by the Senate 
amendment, thus lodging the option of 
purchase as to said square with the 
Capitol Commission. 

“We agree that the bill shall pro¬ 
vide that said options, or discretion of 
purchase, of said square shall be vested 
in the Capitol Commission, and that 
$60,000 provided for in the amended bill 
shall be derived from the general fund 
Signed: George W. Hickman, H S.

Representative Drawn’ offered in the

“Ideal” Ot “IdleP” 


Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 6.—Storm con¬ 
ditions In Western Tennessee, Missis¬ 
sippi. Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas 
to-night are the worst that these sec¬ 
tions have experienced In years. Street 
car traffic In many cities Is completely 
demoralized and business is reported to 
be practically at a standstill. Railroad 
trains are maintaining only irregular 
schedules and river traffic has been en¬ 
tirely suspended because of floating Ice. 
The telegraph and telephon companies 
are accepting messages to many south¬ 
ern points subject to Indefinite delay. 
Wires and poles are down in great 
number*, and gangs of workmen have 
been *ent out to repair the damage as 
quickly aa possible. 

The Western Union and Postal Tele¬ 
graph companies In Memphis have not 
had direct communication with Natch¬ 
ez and New Orleans for more than 
thirty-six hours. 

In Western Louisiana the demorali¬ 
zation to wires Is complete. Baton 
Rouge. Lake Charles and Crowley are 
completely Isolated and the newspapers 
were forced to Issue their editions to¬ 
day without a line of telegraphic re¬ 
port. 

Night Chief Operator VestaJ. of the 
Western Union Company In this city, 
said to-night that hundreds of tele¬ 
graph poles hud been razed to the 
ground in Mississippi. Louisiana and 
Southwestern Arkansas. 

“More than 250 men have been sent 
out to repair this trouble," said Mr. 
Vestal, “and several carloads of ma¬ 
terial hav£ been shipped to the affected 
districts. The linemen are working un¬ 
der almost Intolerable conditions, but 
wc expect to restore communication 
with the South some Ume to-morrow." 

The temperature, which rose slowly 
this afternoon. Is to-night' stationary, 
with an average registration of 27 de¬ 
gree*. 

Colder weather Is forecast by the 
local weather bureau. 

CONTINUED COLD PREDICTED. 

Increasing Cloudiness In Southern 
Districts LikelirTo dsyr 

Washington, Feb. 6.—The Weather 
Bureau announced to-day that the out¬ 
look is for continued cold weather, not 
only In this section, but over a large 
part of the United States. Zero weath¬ 
er extends as far south as Oklahoma, 
and the Dakotas report 20 to 30 degrees 
below zero this morning. The coldest 
point *how*n by the official reports is 
Valentine, Neb., which registered 32 
below. 

The snow and sleet storm which cen¬ 
tered yesterday morning In the lower 
Mississippi Valley Staten has traveled 
rapidly northeastward and Is now off 
the New England coast and the mari¬ 
time provinces, passing out to sea. An 
unusually heavy precipitation of rain 
has occurred through New Mexico. 
Arizona and Southern California for 
some days. While the cold snap con¬ 
tinues undiminished in the Northwest 
and the Missouri valley, there are signs 
of moderation In Assinnlbola. The fore¬ 
casts are for continued enow in New* 
England, the lower lake region and 
Eastern New York, with somewhat 
low*er temperatures to-night, and In¬ 
creasing cloudiness is predicted for 
Southern districts Tuesday. 

The weather has cleared here, but 
continues cold. 

The trains from the South are arriv¬ 
ing behind time, two trains from At¬ 
lanta being many hours late on ac¬ 
count of the storm which swept that 
section yesterday. 

The boat from Norfolk, due to arrive 
here at 7:30, had not reached her pier 
at 10 o’clock this morning.

CATTLE HUDDLED IN BUNCHES 

Texas Stock Men Estimate the Losses 
To Be Enormous. 

Fort.Worth. Tex.. Feb. 6.-Specials to 
the Record from u large number of 
points in West Texas indicate the pres¬ 
ent blizzard Is the worst in ten years. 
The whole northern portion of the Slate 
is covered with frozen sleet. Cattle are 
huddled in bunches and cannot be 
moved to water. Stock men estimate 
losses aggregating hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars and that range cattle 
will not recover In six months from the 
damage done them so far. Then? Is no 
sign of the blizzard abating and the 
thermometer Is below freezing all over 
the cattle country. Such a general 
blizzard has not occurred in years. 

Worst In Shreveport’s History. 

Shreveport, La., Feb. 6.—The sun 
?>hone In Shreveport to-day for the first 
tkne in a week, and It was the first 
day in that time that the temperature 
registered over the freezing po»Lnt. The 
Rlfeot i* rapidCy dteappearing, leaving 
the roads In a terrible condition. In 
many parts of this vicinity the roads 
are impiassabD and farmers are unab’e 
to come to the city. The recent cold 
wave was the Worst experienced In this 
section In many years. 

Cattle and Vegetation Suffer. 

Feb. 6.—There has 
been a decided nuoderatUon in the cold 
weather In this section, but Hie thaw 
hwa made ro id* almo t lnpis-wbL ard 
farmers wlll'l be kept out of their field* 
for several days.

TO DEFEATTHE RULE SHUTTING

MR. WILLIAMS DENOUNCES IT 


And Proposes To Surrender Discus¬ 
sion If a Chance To Amend 
Is Permitted. 


HIS PROPOSITION REFUSED. 


Wariidngion, Feb. 6.—rSpeeial.]—Tlie 
House to-day began debating the pro¬ 
posed legislation to regulate freight 
rates on railroads. The fight 
of the President and his Admin¬ 
istration for this legislation is 
growing warm, Wvely and Interesting 
and the eplee of It Is that it is being 
carried otvin the enemy's camp.

LARGE PROPERTY LOSS. 

East Tennessee, North Georgia and 
North Alabama Suffer. 

Chattanooga. Tetin.,) Feb. 6.—While 
accurate reports from all directions are 
gathered with difficulty, the moat con¬ 
servative eatlmato of the property loss 
resulting from the unpreceuented freeze 
of Sunday In lower East Tennessee, 
North Georgia and North Alabama In 
over $100,000. 

Early this morning the temperature 
in the Chattanooga district rose above 
the freezing point and ice disappeared 
from wires, streets and buildings. At 
noon Chattanooga, which, for the first 
time In Its* history, was completely Ice¬ 
bound Sunday night, had resumed Its 
normal aspect. Street car anti electric 
light service were resumed shortly be¬ 
fore noon and part of Lhe telephone ex¬ 
change is In operation. 

Tho greatest damage to property Is 
Iri the North Georgia peach district, 
which includes portions of Tennessee 
and Alabama. Hundreds of young trees 
are said to be ruined. This item or 
loss alone is estimated at between $70.- 
000 and $109,000. The effect on full- 
grown peach trees and the 190G yield 
has not yet been determined, but if 
this crop Is killed It will mean a loss of 
over $2,000,000.

The Southern Senators ( who are re¬ 
sponsible for holding the treaties in the 
Foreign Relations Committee are Ba¬ 
con, of Georgia; Morgan, of Alabama; 
Money, of Mississippi; and McCreary, 
of Kentucky. Not all Southern Sena¬ 
tors are against ithe treaties. Among 
•those who will vote for them In the 
originad form If they come before the 
Senate are Clay, of Georgia; Overman, 
of North CaroJdna; Taliaferro, of Flor¬ 
ida; Foster and McEnerny, of Louis¬ 
iana; Clark, of Arkansas, and CockreJ, 
of Missouri. 

If the treaties are amended such ac¬ 
tion wiU be equivalent to killing them, 
because when they were negotiated 
there was an understanding that they 
should be ratified in the form in which 
they were negotiated or not at all. Any 
amendbnent wound mean a distinct step 
backward in the cause of International 
arbitration. The countries With which 
the treaties have been negotiated are 
Great Britain, Germany. Italy, France, 
Swttzertand, Sweden and Norway. The 
mildest type of treaty was arranged— 
<m the Anglo-French pattern—in the 
hope that the Senate might be Induced 
•to ratify such Instruments.

Missing Publication*. 


Members of Congress are frequently 
complaining these days about the loss 
of franked envelopes containing val- 
uaKe Government (publications. The 
row has largely been started on account 
of the Jefferson Bibles. On]y about one- 
half of these greatly-demanded books 
have been received by the persons to 
whom they were addressed and accord¬ 
ingly members have started Investiga¬ 
tions which have so far resulted in 
nothing. The Washington city post- 
offlclals claim they are not resj ons bie 
for the losses. Said one of them to¬ 
day: 

”1 am now convinced that there is a 
gang of book thieves at the Ca,p.tol who 
succeed in steading valuable documents 
and throwing the blame on the post- 
office. The city post-office authorities 
would welcome an Investigation, as It 
woufcl relieve them of almost all blame. 
Several times It has been found that 
the bags were lost by somebody at the 
Capitol removing the franks placed 
there by Congressmen and substituting 
franks wilth the addresses of other par¬ 
ties who were onto the game, and the 
books would be sold to book-dealers and 
the profits divided. I have heard the 
charge made that the very wagons 
used by the Senate and House post- 
offices have been employed In deliver¬ 
ing documents to local book dealers. I 
think the sooner Congress orders an 
Investigation and cleans out the book 
sharks at the Capitol the hotter It will 
be. The cases of lost documents after 
leaving the city post-office can be trac¬ 
ed, as a general rule, but so far the 
manner of their disappearance at the 
Capitol has not been exactly discov¬ 
ered.”

Daughter of Jefferson Davis Says the 
‘‘Worst Brute Could Not Have 
Been More Brutal." 


Colorado Springs. Col., Feb. 6 .—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Mrs. J. A. Hayes, daughter of 
Jefferson Davis, said to-day: "If Lin¬ 
coln had lived, my father would never 
have been subjected to the treatment 
he received at the hands of Gen. Miles. 
The worst brute could not have been 
more brutal than Miles was to my fath¬ 
er. He treated Mr. Davis as a felon or 
murderer might be treated, and not as 
a State prisoner.” 

Mrs. H-ayes then went on to tell of 
her father's treatment at Fortress 
Monroe. She quoted graphically from 
the book written by her mother, In 
which the widow of Jefferson Davis 
tells the story of her husband’s Im¬ 
prisonment. Mrs. Hayes waxed indig¬ 
nant when she told of the manacles 
placed on her father. “It required 
six men to overpower him,” said Mrs. 
Hayes, “and he ask^d that he be shot 
first before being subjected to such 
an Indignity. These irons were placed 
upon him at the instigation of Gen. 
Miles, and without the authority oif the 
Government. Gen. Miles Insulted my 
mother,” continued Mrs. Hayes. “and 
my father, feeble, and emaciated as he 
was, shook the iron gratings of his 
cell, and said to Miles ‘if I could get 
at you. I would tear you limb from 
limb.’ ” Mrs. Hayes blames Gen. Miles 
for all the Indignities to which she say» 
her father was subjected to while a 
prisoner at Fortress Monroe.

“It has never been the policy of the 
Government to have a permanent bank¬ 
ruptcy law," says Representative Clay¬ 
ton, of Alabama, the author of the bill 
repealing the present law, which has 
just been reported favorably by the 
Judiciary Committee. “We think the 
present law’ has served Its purpose and 
that ft should be repealed. Trial and 
experience have demonstrated the 
manifold Imperfections of this law. 
and that many cases of injustice have 
come and are constantly coming from 
Its operation. We do not believe that 
there 1 $ any necessity or any general 
demand for the longer retention of the 
law*. It has tended to burden the Fed¬ 
eral Courts with llttgAtlon, which we 
believe could Just as well be conducted 
by the States. The friends of the pres¬ 
ent bankruptcy law, who belong to the 
present creditor class, are constantly 
endeavoring to perfect this act Into 
mere machinery for the collection of 
debts, minimizing or Ignoring as far ai- 
posslble the primary purpose of bank¬ 
ruptcy legislation—the relief of unfor¬ 
tunate debtors. 

“The country is now In such a condi¬ 
tion that it can without harm to th 
great business Interests dispense with 
the bankruptcy law*. Should a panic 
arise and commercial disasters over¬ 
whelm the country. then It might be 
advisable to enact a temporary bank- 
1 ruptcy law.”

The Statehood Bill. 


New’ York, Feb. 6 .—A strange craft Is 
nearing completition at the New York 
navy yard. It is, in fact, “a miniature 
floating navy yard.” and will take Its 
first plunge Into the waters of the East 
river In about six w*eeks. 

When the craft Is completed the 
United States Navy will be In posa^a- 
slon of a floating repair shop, the like 
of which the w’orld has never seen, and 
one which, according to the officials of 
the navy yard, will make It possible to 
repair second-class cruisers, gunboats 
and torpedo boats and torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyers wherever there Is water 
enough to anchor. 

The craft is about 120 feet long, 40 
feet wide and will draw about 6 feet of 
water. 

It Is built entirely of steel and every 
inch of space has been utilized. At'one 
end will be a steam derrick capable of 
lifting twenty tons, while at the other 
end will be the boilers that will furnish 
steam to operate dynamos, air com¬ 
pressors and the derrick. Amidships 
will be the navy yard proper. 

Practically every machine used In 
repair w’ork will he installed somewhere 
In this space, including a miscellaneous 
assortment of electrical and pneumatic 
lathes, drills. Blotters, shears, punches, 
etc.

THE EPILEPTIC BILL PASSES. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 6 .—[Special.]— 
The House began consideration of the 
criminal code bill, as reported by the 
Codification Commission, at to-day’s 
session, and incidentally gave a very 
clear index to its coming action on the 
bill to permit professional baseball on 
Sunday. The commission reported the 
Sunday clause as It stands In the pres¬ 
ent law, and when the section regard¬ 
ing Sunday ball was read a lively dis¬ 
cussion w'u* Inaugurated. Attention 
was called to the fact that a bid per¬ 
mitting baseball on Sunday was pend¬ 
ing and the friends of the measure ral¬ 
lied their strength and made a deter¬ 
mined fight to kill the section In the 
commission’s bill. When a vote was 
taken the clause was retained by a vo e 
of 58 to 35, showing clearly that the 
House is opposed to letting dovyn the 
bars to Sunday ball. The vote to-day 
is regarded as foreshadowing the death 
of the Senate biU if It reaches the 
House. 

• • • 

Epileptic Bill Passes. 


The bill for the establishment of a 
village for epfleptlcs and carrying an 
appropriation of $300,000 was pass-.d by 
the Senate this afternoon. Under the 
bill three commissioners wlH be ap¬ 
pointed who will have power to pur¬ 
chase land and proceed with the erec¬ 
tion of buildings. 

On second reading Senator Newhouse’s 
bill for the establishment of a South¬ 
eastern Hospital for the Insane was 
made the special order for 3 o’clock th.s 
afternoon, but was not reached. Two 
amendments suggested by Senator 
Wood, of Jackson county, were Incor¬ 
porated in the bill. 

The amendments increase the number 
of commissioners to be In charge of lo¬ 
cating and^niirdlng the hosp.tal from 
three to four, and provide that they 
shall hold for three instead of two 
years. 

Another amendment that went over 
would give the commissioners power to 
employ a “superintendent of construc¬ 
tion” instead of ” a medical engineer,” 
to superintend the construction of the 
building. 

Senator Wood, who Is taking a hand 
on amending the bill, comes from 
Seymour, which is a rival of Columbus 
for the proposed new’ institution. 

• • • 

Income and Legacy Tax. 


Senator Wick wires* bill to establish 
an Income and legacy tax, w’as advanc¬ 
ed to third reading, after an amend¬ 
ment to exempt bequests to religious, 
educational and charitable Institution^ 
from the provision® of the act had 
been Incorporated in IL The amend¬ 
ment was suggested by the author of 
the bill himself. 

As a result of recommendations of 
the Prison Reform Commission, a bill 
providing for the establishment of a 
Workhouse department of the women’s 
prison has been Introduced by Senator 
Kimbrough. It provides that neces¬ 
sary additions be made to one of the 
wings of the building now occupied 
by the girls industrial school and wom¬ 
en’s prison, after the girls industrial 
school has been removed. The appro¬ 
priation to be asked 1 * not specified 
in the bill. 

• • • 

Separate Sexes In Jail. 


The bill provides that In all county 
Jails provision shall be made for the 
separation of girls and women from 
men, and a matron shall be provided. 
Until this provision is made, the Judge 
of the county where there Is no such 
provision, will have the right to send 
the women to another county where 
such a separation is made, or to the 
State workhouse, pending trial, the 
cost to be paid by the county that is 
without the necessary provision for 
separation. * 

Notwithstanding assertion that the 
Marlon county members of the General 
Assembly pledged themselves not to 
change the Ntcholsan law, there are 
three members of the Houee that are 
going to vote for the Moore Bill. These 
are Rulck. Fletcher and Howe, who 
have come out openly In favor of the 
bill.

Louisville, Jan. 3k—The first step In the 
effective advertising of Louisville Is to 
put the work in the hands of a compe 
tent man. 

Advertising excursions, reunions, mu¬ 
sical feet!vats and other schemee having 
been tried, more or lesV unsuccessfully. I 
submit to the man this method; 

To secure additional business—T would 
prepare advertisements occupying a mod¬ 
erate space: telling In businesslike 
phrases tho advantages we offer. I would 
place these advertisements In every Lou¬ 
is vfllo paper, and In a select list of pa. 
pers published In the territory which 
should belong to Louisville., They should 
appear once a week, l|or a term of six 
months. Bt least. 

To Uiq lerritoiy in which these papers 
are rend. I would send special agents— 
Louisville trade missionaries— qualified, 
alert, enthusiastic gentlemen. Their per¬ 
suasive powers should be assisted by 
supply of able, convincing Louisville lit¬ 
erature. they would visit the Jobbers and 
other buyers nnd discover what they are 
doing for Louisville. 

The information gathered would be val¬ 
uable, and the business turned at once 
Into Louisville channels would be large. 

The general trend of this missionary 
plan can only be hinted here, it Is ob¬ 
vious that under the right management 
tho' result would be (irofltable and imme¬ 
diate. 

To advertise Louisville as a desirable 
home for new enterprises, I advocate the 
s&nie general plan, although the effort 
could be mnde largely by mall. Trade 
papers and other sources of information 
should be systematically searched for the 
addresses of possible new comers, and 
our claims pretested in * tactful corre¬ 
spondence; Interviews arranged and the 
possible “locater” entertained on a visit 
of inspection. 

In short, let us rely on open advertis¬ 
ing “followed up” In a common-sense 
way. but above all let those who are run¬ 
ning the show see that the public gets 
everything the advertlsoments “call for.”

Henry F. Cassln, deputy clerk ryid Uni¬ 
ted Stateg Commissioner, would receive 
•the appointment. Mr. Ronald’s name 
waa never mentioned In connection with 
the place until it became known yester¬ 
day that Judge Evans had given him 
the appointment and had gone to Cin¬ 
cinnati to ask a ratification'of his se¬ 
lection. The fact that Mr. Ronald has 
always been known ns a Democrat fur¬ 
nished a surprise in the selection. It 1» 
well remembered that at the time of the 
appointment of Capi Speed, Henry F. 
Ciisslm who has been connected with 
the Federal Court for many years, and 
is knowm as a thoroughly capable man, 
was an applicant for the place, and 
when the death of Capt. Speed made 
the office vacant, ft was generally pre¬ 
dicted that Mr. Casein would be the 
choice of Judge Evans. Mr. Cassln 
has been connected with the Federal 
Court since the Federal building was 
located at Third avenue and Green 
street. 

• • • 

Had Known of Choice. 

Mr. Oasaln said yesterday that he 
had expected the appointment, and fell 
that he deserved It, but that he had no 
criticism for Judge Evans. He said he 
had known for some time that Judge 
Evans Intended appointing Mr. Ronaid, 
and that in a conference with Judge 
E via ns he had been told by him that it 
was a struggle to reach a decision be¬ 
tween them; that the appoltnment was 
the result of a personal preference. 

'Mr. Ronald said yesterday that he Lad 
not been officially notified of his ap¬ 
pointment. He knew that Judge Evans 
would place his name before the other 
Judges of the circuit and expects a rat¬ 
ification. He attributes his good for¬ 
tune to his relations with Judge Ev¬ 
ans, with whom he wtw connected for 
about three years. He was In Judge 
Evans* law office when Judge Evans 
was elected to Congress and conducted 
the bvtter’s business while he w*as a 
member of that body, during which 
time a warm personal friendship sprung 
up between them, which has continued 
until the present lime. Mr. Ronald 
gained the full confidence of Judge Ev¬ 
ans during his business association with 
him and he considers his appointment 
'to the Federal Court clerkship a result 
of that confidence.

A College Graduate. 


Mr. Ranald is a native of Louisville, 
having been and reared here. He 

is a son of Dr. George \V. Ronald, of 
Southern Heights, a well known prac¬ 
ticing physician. He is a graduate of 
the University of Virginia and the 
Louisville Law School, having been 
graduated from both institutions with 
honors. He is known asv r t man of sterling 
qualities. He is thirty-five years old. 
He lsa son-in-law of Judge A. E. Rich¬ 
ards, who was recently appointed to the 
office of Oty Attorney of Louisville. 
Mr. Ronald has been associated with 
Judge Richards In the law firm of Rich¬ 
ards & RonaM for about nine years. 
His entire experience] in the practice 
of law hat been with Judge Walter 
Evans and’Judge Richards. He was 
previously In the newspaper business. 

Mr. Ranald expats to assume the du¬ 
ties of his new place ns soon an his 
appointment is duly ratified by the 
Judges on the bench of th.'a circuit. The 
salary of the clerkship is regulated by 
fees thn*. nvenie from the duties of 
the office. The'limit placed on the sal¬ 
ary is $7,000 a year. The average Income 
from the office here ,1s about $6,000 an¬ 
nually. and the tenure of office is for 
life. It Is In the power of the Federal 
Judge to remove the clerk from office, 
but this is never done except for 
cause. 


What Is perhaps the most curious 
will ever made by A resident of To¬ 
peka Is that drawn up a few tveeks ago 
by Charles Oehms, a retired farmer 
living at 715 Chestnut street, says the 
Topeka Herald. Mr. Oehms owns ten 
cottages In Topeka and lives upon the 
rental of these. His will cuts his wife 
and children off with $5 each, and to 
each of his tenants who has lived In his 
house and paid thie rent for three years 
continuously prior to Mr. Oehms’ 
death, the house Is to be given. 

Mr. Oehms explained the purpose of 
his will to a Herald representative: 

“My tenants are keeping me now, 
nnd I think that I should give them 
back, when I am dead, what they have 
paid me. I cannot use the money then 
and they can. At the present time 
only two of my tenants have lived long 
enough In the houses which they occupy 
to enable them to benefit by the pro¬ 
vision of my will should I die to-day. 
But r do not feel like dying Just yet. 
In fact I enjoy living and Intend to 
keep at it for sever years. I hope that 
all my tenants will have a chance to 
benefit by my Will.” 

The provision of the will which re¬ 
lates to the giving away of the houses 
reads: 

“Section Third—It is further my will 
that at the time of my death, If there he 
any tenant In any one of my houses in tho 
dty of Topeka, which tenant flmil have 
Jived in any one of my &aid houses contin¬ 
uously fur three veers next preceding my 
death, and shall have absolutely nml 
faithfully paid me all the rent I*©ooming 
clue for mich property duri.ng such thr»*j 
years, then In such case, k ts my will that 
such house and premia** are and be by 
virtue hereof willed, devised and delivered 
to such tenajft or h!» heirs, absolutely.” 

• • • 

Provides Also For Widows. 


In a second paragraph of section 
three, provision is made for the deed¬ 
ing of a house to a tenant in case the 
tenant la a widow or an heir of a man 
who has lived three years in the house 
and the widow «*r heir continues to live 
in the house after the death of the 
former tenant. 

The ten houses owned hy Mr. Oehms 
are located a* follows: Five on Crane 
street, two on Locust street, two on 
Chestnut street, and one on Adams 
street. They are three and four-room 
cottages and are at present occupied 
in nearly every case by men employ-*! 
In the Santa Fe shops. 

Mr. Oehms is 64 years old. although 
he does not appear to be of as great 
an age. He was born in West Prussia, 
Germany. He lives alone In a neat 
cottage Just »5uth of the Shunganunga 
bridge on Chestnut street. His views 
regarding health, the ownership of 
property, marriage and the other im¬ 
portant elements of a man’s life are os 
unique as is his last will, and testa¬ 
ment. • , 

His wife and children, whom he dis¬ 
inherits by his wilt, were separated 
from him twenty’ years agp. Speaking 
of the matter, Mr. Oehms said: 

“Young man. remember. If you wish 
to be happy, never marry a red-headed 
woman. If you do, it Is ten to one that 
you will end your old .age as I am, 
keeping bachelor quarters and with no 
company but a pipe.”

Lives On Twenty Cents a Day. 


BARLEY GROWING 

IN A GIRL’S THROAT. 


Mr. Oehms came to America with 
his parents when he was eight years 
of age. Forty years ago lie had saved 
enough money to buy a small farm in 
Wabaunsee county, near Dover. By 
strict economy Mr. Oehms soon was 
able to buy another farm, and then j 
another. A few years ago he moved to 
Topeka and began buying houses. He 
used a very small portion of his In¬ 
come for living expenses. In fact, he 
fixes his dally expenses at twenty 
cents. This amount serves to pay for 
tko meals and his tobacco. The re¬ 
mainder of his income ho Invests in 
houses.” 

“My next purchase,” Mr. Oehms said 
yesterday, "will be a lot In the ceme¬ 
tery. I must get this lot and set up 
a tombstone soon or l fear that I shall 
never do It. 1 always have been put- | 
ring the task off. I am not near ready 
to die. but one can never tell when 
that event Is going to occur.” 

On the whole. Mr. Oehms prefers life 
tn Germany to life in America for a 
workipgmati. 

“The workingman does not have *o 
much money over there,” he said. 

Therefore* he gets along happier and 
has better health. He doesn’t get a 
chance to eat pie and cake and fancy 
things. Why. you know, that In a 
town the size of Topeka In Germany, 
three doctors would be ample to care 
for all the sick. The fare Is potatoes 
and bread and beer. Twice a week 
the workingman gets a taste of beef. 
Pork he rarely sees, but no self- 
respecting man who expects to feel well 
should eat pork.” 

In his little cottage Mr. Oehms lives 
very happily because he has none but 
the smallest wants. When It snows or 
Is cold he never stirs a step from the 
house or opens an outside door. When 
it is fair weather and pleasant, he often 
does not go inside his house, either by 
day or night. He does not desire to 
eat pie. attend the theater, see a horse 
race, or wear patent leather shoes. His 
only troubles are those caused In sum¬ 
mer by the neighbors’ boys, who Insist 
upon stealing the peaches from a tree 
in his yard. 

Mr. Oehms supports two luxuries. I 
One Is three little plants growing In tin 
cans on the sill of a south window of 
his cottage. He tends these very care¬ 
fully. The other Is hls pipe. He says 
he began smoking at the age of four 
years and hasn’t missed a day since.

Backing Its Friends. 

The Boston Advertiser, a Republican 
paper. is so much agitated over the een- 
(t&ttonsl statement ns to The possible ac¬ 
tion of the President In the Beef Trust 
matter that it has been impelled to 
speak an earnest word In his defense. 
Referring to the story that the Presi¬ 
dent^ urging the Attorney General 
to Institute criminal proceedings 
aguinst the men concerned In the Beef 
Trust, the Advertiser says that the re¬ 
port Is fishy, and not at all Hike the 
President. Mr. Roosevelt, It thinks. Is 
m>t seeking to put the honored head of 
the Armour family into a convict’s suit 
In the penitentiary. If Mr. Armour 
were to call at 'the White House the 
President would, not hand him over to 
a policeman. 

This fine of defense Is rather peculiar. 
If It were said that the beef packers 
have not been guilty of any crime that 
is indictable, or that if rhey have viola¬ 
ted the law at all. their offense Is a 
jnere dilsdemeanor, the defense would 
be intelligible, and so far as Is now 
known It may be true. It Is a very dif¬ 
ferent matter tacitly to admit that an 
Indictment will Ue and to Insist that 
the President does not intend 'to en¬ 
force the law because the men who 
have violated are honorable men, who 
have been misled by long impunity into 
believing that they are safe In disre¬ 
garding the law altogether. That this 
is the real gist of the defense may be 
seen from the following extract: 

•‘The trusts have run along for «o many 
years without the law’s Interference that 
President Roosevelt fully understands 
how many prominent men have been mix¬ 
ed up with tha illegal things the trutis 
(have done. To give a rebate Is Illegal 
In a rallroud official. Yet If Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt were to have any Idea of 
prosecuting the offenders in criminal law, 
for p 2 st offenses, he might have tq call 
a patrol wagon to carry Paul Morton 
away after the next Cabinet meeting. 
Becretary Morton, the average railroad 
mall believes, knows more about rebates 
and special privileges than any other 
railroad man east of the Mississippi, be. 
cause when he was railroading, his field 
was west of that dividing line, amt in 
territory where rebates were common. 
The story of Mr. Morton’s former meth¬ 
ods of getting business does not read like 
a testimonial from the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Com mission. Yet If the President 
were asked why he did net send his pres¬ 
ent Secretary of the Navy to priixin, lie 
would probably say ho la not oi^ to Si nd 
imn to Jail, but to make the big corpurj 
alion** respect tho law." 

Thfc allusion to Mr. Paul Morton, of 
course. Is booed on his alleged connec¬ 
tion with the rebate*} granted by the 
Santa Fe railToad to Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company, with both of which 
corporations he has been connected. It 
is certain that he gave his approval 
to these rebates, but It is denied that 
be was Instrumental In making them. 
When the Advertiser says it might be 
necessary to call a patrol wagon to 
take him away It assumes that he was 
criminally guilty in the matter, which 
Is far more than has been admitted by 
the Administration. Certainly he has 
not been indicted, and there Is small 
reason to suppose he will be arrested 
until there Is a formal accusation made. 
The prospect of h»s being Indicted is 
not great, and indeed it has been re¬ 
ported from Washington that nothing 
of the kind Is contemplated. But It is 
o queer way of backing one’s friends 
to say that prosecutions for violation 
of the lawa against trusts or rebates 
will not be undertaken because ’hey 
would affect mauy prominent men. in¬ 
cluding a member of the Cabinet. 

Fo faT this defense is bad, but wurre 
remains behind. The editorial from 
which we have quoted goes on to say 
that whoever thinks Theodore Roose¬ 
velt Is a mere demagogue has strongly 
missed human nature. So far. well. 
Rut 1 L Is immediately asked whether 
when he consented to travel in a pri¬ 
vate car as the guest of the railroads 
In the West, he was planning to put 
the heads of those railroads In Juil. To 
ask the question is equivalent to an¬ 


swering In the negative.* Therefore the 
Advertiser concludes that the President 
Is likely to proceed on the ground that 
if the law (s respected hereafter It will 
be wiser to let bygones be bygones. 

It will be eeen that tho Advertiser 
wandered from the Beef Trust ut> the 
railroads, as being closely connected 
with the questions of enforcing the 
law against combinations. It thinks 
the PretitlenV’s object Is not to put men 
In Jail, but to make the big corporations 
respect the law. But what law com¬ 
mands respect If no penalty Is at¬ 
tached? And If a penalty Is attached, 
what does it avll If it be announced 
that it will not be enforced? 

The President mjay well ask to be 
saved from such backing as this. To 
say that prominent men are to be pro¬ 
tected in the violation, of the law’ is to 
go directly counter to what Mr. Rix ee- 
velt has said in his public addresses. 


Why the Senate Rules. 

The Federal House of Representatives 
has become very sensitive over -the ag¬ 
gressions of the Senate. Not only ere 
favordte House measures slaughtered 
in the other chamber, but those that 
are passed get through In a form that 
renders them stranger* to their au¬ 
thors. The House has an exclusive 
light to originate measures to raise rev¬ 
enue, but this avails It little when the 
Senate strikes otft everything after the 
enacting clause, and substitutes a bill 
of Its own. 

The Senate has the advantage that 
Its members hold their seats for six 
year*, or three times as long as Repre¬ 
sentative*. They are not therefore so 
likely to lose their places by sudden and 
transitory changes in popular senti¬ 
ment. It was for this reason that 
their terms were made so long. But 
this dlMinction has always existed, 
while the overshadowing influence of 1 
the Senate In legislation Is compara¬ 
tively recent. Some other reasons for 
this must be sought than the essen¬ 
tial difference In the constitution of the 
two bodies. 

The late Speaker Reed congratulated 
the country that the House w«® no 
longer a deliberative body under the 
rules of which he was so conspicuous 
a champion that they are often •'ailed 
by his name. The House has become 
a machine for doing the will of the 
Committee on Rules, whenever It 
cares to intervene. This enables It 
to do business promptly and without 
any long debate. It also enables It 
to fiuppres& the efforts of any member 
to enact legislation, or even to dlseuss 
a measure which is not favored by 
the oligarchy which controls the House. 
The power to do this is bought at a 
high price. A measure Jammed through 
the House with little discussion and no 
chance for amendment turns up Iji the 
Senate, where It Is discussed as long 
os any Senator is able and willing to 
talk about -It, and amendments of all 
sorts are made. It Is within the pow¬ 
er of any considerable minority to 
talk It to death, and of a Jjare majority 
to amend It until It becomes a new 
measure. 

Take the case of the Railroad Rate 
Bill. It Is to be discussed during a 
part of three days, a very short time 
for a bill of such far-reaching import¬ 
ance. But the limitation of debate 
Is not the worst part of the rule which 
Is to be reported. There Is to be no 
opportunity for amendment except to 
substitute another bill which It Is 
known cannot pass. Virtually, there¬ 
fore. no amendment will be permitted. 
The subject Is not a party question, but 
a matter of the greatest consequence to 
the country. The President has said 
that the matter will be pressed without 
haste. The steps to be taken ought 
to be considered with the utmost care. 
But the limited debate allowed will 
have no Influence on the action to be 
taken. The bill must go through with¬ 
out change, if It pass at all. and of 
its passage no doubt is expressed. Such 
a bill peeds to be perfected by mature 
consideration and careful amendment 
In detail. All this Is to be refused In 
the House, and the bill must go to the 
Senate for all the consideration that 
can lead to Its Improvement. 

It Is this system adopted by the 
House which makes the country com¬ 
paratively apathetic over the ng-> 
gresrivencss of the Senate. If the 
House will not deliberate. If It will not 
amend the most Important measures, 
people are glad that there l« another 
body w’here the perfecting of a bill Is 
possible. That the Senate goes too 
far In the other direction almost every¬ 
body conceded The people would be 
glad to see the rules of the Senate 
changed, for deliberation ought not to 
be endless. -But so long as only one 
house w ill deliberate at all the methods 
of the Senate will bo condoned. If 
the House desires to be respected It 
must change Its rules or Its practice 
under them.

The San Domingo Protocol. 

The issue raised in the Senate by 
Senator Bacon’s resolution requesting 
Information In regard to the protocol 
lately executed In Santo Domingo by 
Commander Dillingham and M. Sanchez, 
representing their respective goverry 
mentF. seems to have assumed a much 
graver aspect than was at first pra- 
sented. Although in point of fact and 
construction of the Constitution It was 
at best a mere memorandum or pre¬ 
liminary treaty, which could only be¬ 
come operative after due ratification by 
the Srnale, it is now asserted that it 
was not the Intention of the Executive 
Department at Washington to submit It 
to the Senate for Its action, but that it 
should, as provided by Its terms, go 
into effect on the first day of February. 
Thp instrument was signed on the 20th 
of January, and complies with the pre¬ 
scribed form of c. treaty In all respects 
except the omission of the usual clause 
requiring ratlfic^tixn by the respective 
governments before It should become 
operative. The Panama treaty, for ex¬ 
ample. which was signed at Washing¬ 


ton by John Hay ajjd P. Bunau Varilla. 
November 18. 1&03, provides. In It* la«*t 
article, that "This convention, when 
signed by the plenipotentiaries of ti\e 
contracting parties shall be ratified by 
the respective governments, and the 
notifications shall be exchanged at 
Washington at the earliest date pos¬ 
sible. A certificate of such ratification 
and exchange follows by the President 
declaring the treaty In full force Feb¬ 
ruary 26, 1904.** 

While much objection was made in 
the case of Panama that the chief ob¬ 
ject for which the treaty wna intended 
In the accession of that province and 
the acquisition of the canal route, had 
been already effected without authority 
of Congress by the President, the lat¬ 
ter so far. however, observed the letter 
of the law later 4n submitting to the 
Senate for Its ratification a treaty 
made In due form, Instead of limiting 
his action to a mere protocol or article* 
of agreement. In the present case,* as 
appear* from the text of the protocol 
which has been made public In full, the 
agreement entered Into between the 
representatives of the two governments 
was not made conditioned upon ratifi¬ 
cation, as cited In the Panama treaty, 
its last article being as follows: 

"Eighth—This agreement shall begin 
to take effect from and after the 1 st 
of February of the current year.** 

That It was never Intended to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Senate for ratification, 
but to become operative and In full 
force at the date prescribed, admits of 
no doubt. In fact, In such hosts were 
the contracting parties to begin busi¬ 
ness under It that representatives of 
the United States were at once put to 
work In the customhouse to carry q,ut 
some of the provisions of the agree¬ 
ment. 

Up to the time that Senator Bacon 
Introduced his resolution of Inquiry 
the Idea had never occurred that 
such agreement, the leading fea¬ 
tures of which had been unof¬ 
ficially reported by cable, transcended 
the powers of the President or of the 
State Department and infringed upon 
the prerogative of the Senate. The 
resolution was offered on the 23d of 
January, based upon the official state¬ 
ment of Assistant Secretary of State 
Loomis, setting forth the dbjeet of the 
agreement, but was laid over until the 
next day. wihe<n It wa* discussed by 
Senator Baoon and oiih?rs and referred 
to the Committee on Eorelgn. Rela¬ 
tions. Up to that time R had been 
claimed by 1 'ts friends and the sup¬ 
porters of the Administration that it 
had none of the attributes of a treaty, 
although It proposed to guarantee the 
territorial Integrity of the Dominican 
Republic and exercise powers of 
sovereignty, which might at any time 
lend to war or endless complications. 
Mr. Bacon rightly pronounced such ac¬ 
tion unwarranted by the Constitu¬ 
tion* and an Infringement on the right 
and' duty of the Senate to have the in¬ 
strument submitted for It* ratifica¬ 
tion. 

Jt was not until then that there was 
a change of front and the assertion 
made that 4t dud been the intention of 
the Executive to submit the instrument 
for the action of the Senate, notwith¬ 
standing that representatives of the 
United States had already begun to 
coiloot the custom receipts of Santo 
Domingo. It la now announced that 
Commander DllHngham Is on his way 
to the tTnlted States with the instru¬ 
ment, whatever It may be called, 
which has created aucti a stir and that 
his report will throw light upon the 
question as to whether or not the 
United States have Incurred any ob¬ 
ligations without the consent of the 
Senate. Meanwhile the Indications u-re 
that If upon the official statement of this 
officer action has already been taken, 
which was only permissible under a 
fully ratified treaty, the friends of the 
Administration, who have been claiming 
that no ratification was necessary for 
such an agreement, wKI attempt to free 
themselves from blame by laying It all 
upon the Naval officers and Thomas 
C* Dawson, Consul at Ban Domingo. 
It wiH be a sahrtary lesson if the Sen¬ 
ate shall take such pronounced action 
upon this subject as will call a halt 
on such assumption of power of which 
this Is not an IscUated case. There are 
not a few other Instances In which the 
issue might, with equal propriety, 
have been raised, but was pretennit- 
ted. It having, since this question came 
up, been charged that It was by a simi¬ 
larly loose and Inchoate agreement that 
the Pekin matter was accommodated. 
It Is not a good time to experiment 
with or countenance such autocracy.

BY ASSEMBLY OF NOBLES. 


PANACEA FOR ALL RUSSIA'S 
INTERNAL TROUBLES. 


WANE OF STRIKE MOVEMENT. 


Bt. Petersburg. Feb. 6 .—The nsw?mbly 
of the nobles of 8 t. Petersburg to-day 
adopted an addrewa to the Emperor con¬ 
gratulating him on the birth of an heir 
to the throne at»d assuring him of the 
confidence of the nation. The address 
asserts that the union between the au¬ 
tocratic monarch and his devoted na¬ 
tion la unshaken by recent events at 
home and abroad; points out that of¬ 
ficials and statesmen cannot solve all 
questions, and begs his majesty to 
permit of representatives of the whole 
people participating in the discussion 
and legislation on Government meas 
ures. 

In conclusion the adresa says: 

**Slr: Order now that elected repre¬ 
sentatives of the country may raise 
their voices to the throne and partici¬ 
pate. In accordance with your sovereign 
direction; In legislation and discussion 
of governmental matters. The nobles 
of St. Petersburg sincerely believe that, 
provided unltlon of the throne and na¬ 
tion is supported by confidence on the 
part of the Emperor. Internal troubles 
will vanish and that all Runeda will rls*? 
and serve the sovereign faithfully, for 
the salvation and glory of the country 
and the confusion of its enemies." 

Tile address was adopted by a vote 
of 15S to 20.

However, for 
a wiille there exited a legal fight over 
equity 4n the policy, and on January 
1, while the case was before the Court 
of Appeals, the insurance company set¬ 
tled U for about $2,500. The $10,000 phi 
Icies in the Equitable and tlvi New' 
York Life were never contested by 
those companies, but promptly paid nf 
ter Mr. Caine’s death. ; s was also the 
$750 paid-up policy. The Equitable pol 
Icy was held by Harry Russell to secure 
a debt. The policies In the Aetna. Trav 
elers and .the New York Life aggregat¬ 
ing $30,000. were sued on and settled 
out of cobrt. It Is believed that the 
companies paid about three-fourths of 
their face value, but the attorneys have 
refused to divulge this feature of the 
case. In the event Mrs. Caine enforces 
collection of the policy upon which she 
was given a verdict yesterday. It is 
believed she will receive from her hus¬ 
band's Insurance upward of $40,000. AH 
the insurance held by Paul Caine ex¬ 
cept the $10,000 policy In the Equitable 
was made out to his wife and children 
The estate, against which many big 
debts are outstanding, does not come 
in for any part of the insurance money

Barrie, its author, calls the piece a ’’com* 
edy-famasy" and that hyphenated term Is 
about us apt a one as might l>e Invented. 
The play |* comedy And the play is fan. 
tasy. What with Barrie’s ever-occurring 
whimsies:‘.lies and playfulness and Gil¬ 
lette’s subdued, artistic and effective por¬ 
trayal of Crichton, the performance 
proved so engaging, so enjoyable, so ad¬ 
mirable that tho largo audience found 
itself reveling and chuckling ami feasting 
all at tho same time. 

Crichton is a butler In the first act—but¬ 
ler to tho Earl of Loam’s family Here he 
is a self-satisfied but hervile fellow who 
know** hla place ami doesn’t like to be out 
of It. In the second act. by dint of brains 
and superiority, he becomes master of his 
master on an island whereon the Ear.‘a 
family have been shipwrecked In thc- 
thlrd act, after three years, he is shown 
as the Governor He rules everybody.

But Just then a ship 1* heard booming 
near the is^nd. t'rlchton. knowing ft 
means the collapse of his little kingdom 
and Ills dreams, and in spite of the plead¬ 
ing* of ••po’Jy," signal* her. She answer*. 
Then tho lordly Crichton becomes once 
again the me^k butler, and "Poliy” be¬ 
comes Lady Mury, nnd between them is u 
great gu.f fixed. In tho last act he is 
seen in the humble position of servant, 
and he sees the girl who had promised to 
marry him go out to dinner with a weak 
sUy young peer, whom »he i* to wed. 

Th.'s role of Crichton gives Mr. Gillette 
great scope for Ms quiet, nervous, ex¬ 
pressive method* nnd he makes a marvel¬ 
ous figure of him.

WKh these lines, spoken by Messenger, 
the play, ’’Everyman,” comes to its end 
They tell In brief form the very purpose 
and essence of the work, the performance 
of which at the Woman’s Club yesterday 
afternoon and last evening interested 
large audiences. A* is generally known, 
this Is an old-fashioned ”morality" play. 
It was written in the Fifteenth century 
by some unknown poet, presumably n 
monk, and was little known outside of 
universities and out-of-the-way libraries 
until It* revival a few years ago by tho 
Elizabethan Society i»f England. To 
it 1 » like setting the riock back a few 
centuries and witnessing a performance 
to oomo extent like the theiitrlcHl per¬ 
formance* of the olden day*. Tho play is 
in one act nnd consumes about an'hour 
and a half 

The modern drama Is an outgrowth of 
rel’.gious service*, and this ancient piece 
is a sample of the Institution when It wu* 
more religious smJ literary and Jess 
meretricious and frivolous ihan it is to¬ 
day. It preaches a sermon. As some 
writer has put it. "Allegorical and beau¬ 
tiful. it has none of the elements of a 
play that the public is used to seeing on 
the stage. The change In the character 
of Everyman from hi* buoyant entrance. 
In festive attire, exulting In his Joyous 
and full-blooded life, to the time when, 
deserted by everyone save hla Good 
Deeds, he fully realizes that he must 
obey the command to accompany Death 
to the Great Beyond, makes n deep and 
lasting impression." We are shown how 
Everyman -who repr*«enta mankind In 
general—l* summoned by Death, and how 
hi* friends, hi* wealth, his kinsmen, hi* 
strength, his beauty, despite his appeal* 
that they acocmpany him, shun him In 
his last hour, and only his gm>d deeds go 
with him to the Throne of Grace. The 
piece Is simple, somber and archaic. The 
beholder |» given literature, religious 
symbolism nnd dramatic history. For the 
most part, yesterday’s audiences were in 
contemplative mood, nnd they found gen¬ 
uine plensure In delving Into the r current 
of this curious play, one so old and vet 
so now. It required, Indeed, the contem¬ 
plative mood to enjoy It. U was not for 
those w'ho consider lunacy set to music, 
alias the musical comedy, the ultimate 
grandeur of the drama. It won not an 
amusement at all. It was Just an old 
morality play. 

In order to give this archaic work tho 
proper atmosphere. It was sj»oken In ar¬ 
chaic style by the company supporting 
Rudolph Magnus. They succeeded by 
slow, measured utterance In maintaining 
this quality. Mr. Magnus himself gave an 
eloquent. apjK'allng and Impressive read¬ 
ing of the part of Everyman, and Will I 


tarn A. Adams gave a forceful present¬ 
ment of Death. The other players. If not 
extraordinary, aided In making the per¬ 
formance dignified and In keeping It In¬ 
teresting.

Feb. 8 —(Special.)—Os¬ 
car Hoagland. the burglar who was ar¬ 
rested in Lexington several days ago 
and confessed to robbing the clothing 
store of Centre & Co. In this city last 
September, made .a desperate attempt 
to commit suicide In his cell here yes¬ 
terday evening by cutting the artery in 
his left hand, using a razor with 
which another prisoner had been shav¬ 
ing.

He 
dwelt at length on what the grace of 
God does for the sinful man. He said 
there were many men who boasted of 
their pretensions, but there were few 
who actually carried them out. Said 
he: 

“The great trouble with the men of 
this world Is they love too late. They 
love the women in the coffin more than 
they do those at the wash tub. God 
loves us all alike at all times. I have 
no patience with the man who Is al¬ 
ways ready to spend money on himself, 
but kicks like a mule when his poor 
wife antes htm for enough to buy dye to 
color her old bust year’s hat. It Is one 
thing 7 to love and another to prove it. 
But God proves his love for humaslty 
every day of the world. Not long 
since l was passing by a saloon and 
saw* four young men standing up at 
the counter with glasses In hand, sing¬ 
ing that sweet old song. "How T Love 
My Dear Old Mother.” From the bot¬ 
tom of my heart 1 yelled out: 

•• ‘You lie. If vou loved your dear old 
mother as you say you do you would 
not be In a saloon drinking the vile 

stuff that you are.’ ”

Sufficient To Save Any. 


The Sunday preparatory meetings 
were the chief topic of discussion yes¬ 
terday about Evangelistic headquarters 
among the ministers and those lq the 
city interested In the simultaneous re¬ 
vival In the Falls Cities. It was dla- 
; cussed In every phase at the meeting of 
the Louisville Ministerial Association 
yesterday mornln. Mr. J. P. Calhoun, 
who addressed the members of the 
association, said it was one of the most 
notable gatherings from a religious 
viewpoint that he ever had the pleasure 
of attending.

H. G. Ogden. The attendance was as 
large ns expected at the first service. 
Dr. Calhoun. ha\ ing Just come out of 
the big revival at Kansas City, is still 
somewhat Indisposed and was unable 
to be present at the meeting yesterday, 
but he expects to be In attendance at 
some of the services. Other noon-day 
prayer meetings will begin to-day at 
Hope Rescue Mission, under the direc¬ 
tion of the Rev. William M. Bruce, and 
at Holcombe Mission, under the con¬ 
duct of the Rev. Steve N. Holcombe. 

With the exception of the Rev. Ferd 
Schiverea. who is already on the 
ground busily engaged In his work, all 
the evangelists who are to take part in 
the revival will arrive In the city next 
Saturday. It Is .arranged that each 
evangelist will meet his corps of sing¬ 
ers and personal workers at his church 
on Saturday night lit S o’clock, in order 
that plans for the work may be prop¬ 
erly talked over and mapped out.

the erstwhile Chicago street railway 
magm>te. Is’exciting the admiration of 
London engineers and demonstrating 
afresh, by the smoothness and celerity 
with which the various schemes of 
tube construction and electrification of 
existing underground rouda under his 
control are being pushed to completion, 
that on American can get more and 
better work out of British workmen 
than the British employer of labor. In¬ 
cidentally, too, he is justifying the 
pregnant observation made by one of 
the most influential and authoritative 
of technical journals in England—the 
"Engineer”—that the ultimate solution 
of England’s industrial problems may 
be found in -the appointment of experi¬ 
enced Americans ito manage large un¬ 
dertakings. ' 

Of the methods by which Mr. Yerkes 
wins the zeal and attachment of his 
employes a striking Illustration occur¬ 
red the other day. A young electrical 
engineer named Kerrigan met with a 
fatal’ accident nt the big Chelsea elec¬ 
trical station. lie was th/* sole support 
of his widower! mother in Ireland. Un¬ 
der similar circumstances the average 
English company would have paid to 
her grudgingly the usual statutory com¬ 
pensation. But Mr. Yerkes sent her a 
Iwrge check In addition to this sum and 
himself undertook to defray the cost of 
transporting the body to Ireland and 
the funeral there. 

He has proved that the stimulus of 
nigher wages Is really a measure of 
wise economy. The legion of men en¬ 
gaged In the various operations are paid 
much more then they receive for similar 
Jobs elsewhere. But with this encour¬ 
agement. and under aible supervision 
they now* put on steam In American 
fashion. and perform considerably more 
than what is recognized es a fair day’s 
labor here. Accidents, of course, are 
unavoidable In work of so dangerous a 
character, but Mr. Yerkes has reduced 
their number to a minimum, and while 
of necessity he Is compelled to leave 
many details to his subordinates, he 
Insists that any mishap, however slight, 
shall be brought to his personal atten¬ 
tion. When an.a'-cident Is found to be 
the result of a foreman’s negligence he 
is immediately dismissed.

THE DOMINICAN PROTOCOL

Washington. Feb. (L—The State De¬ 
partment is dadly expecting advices 
from Minister Dawson at San Domingo 
and Commander Dillingham, to the ef- 
T t 1 that they have wound up the ne¬ 
gotiations for a new protocol providing 
for the administration of external Do¬ 
minican finances. It is said that the 
document win be submitted to the Sen¬ 
ate as soon as it reaches ti^re. The de¬ 
partment has Indicated to Its agents In 
San Domingo exactly haw far U is pre¬ 
pared to go In the assumption of re¬ 
sponsibilities for financial administra¬ 
tion in San Domingo, so that no ques¬ 
tion is likely to arise, <»* to the tow pro¬ 
tocol being acceptable to the depart¬ 
ment. The protocol cannot reach Wash¬ 
ington nnd receive the necessary formal 
examination at the h.inds of the exec¬ 
utive branch before the middle of the 
present month and scarcely sufficient 
lime will remain for its consideration 
by the Senate during the present ses¬ 
sion. fo that If It is to receive ©needy 
action it must be during the special 
session of the Semite after the 4th 
of MultcIi. 


Springfield. 111., Feb. fl.— After two 
sessions covering the entire day and 
evening, ajid after hearing more than 
a dozen witnesses, the special commit¬ 
tee appointed by the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives to Investigate the charges 
of bribery and corruption in the Illi¬ 
nois Legislature made by Representa¬ 
tive D. Comerford, of Chicago, has re¬ 
ceived corroborative testimony on the 
part of Representative William S. Lur- 
ton, of Jacksonville, that an attempt 
was made to bribe him to vote a cer¬ 
tain way In the Democratic caucus to 
nominate a minority leader. This, 
with corroborative testimony from T. 
J. Comerford. a brother of the gentle¬ 
man who made the charges, that cer¬ 
tain members of the Legislature had 
made charges of corruption against 
other members to Representative Com- 
erford. was the sum total of the testi¬ 
mony reflecting on the actions of the 
present General Assembly.

Throughout the entire session of tho 
committee the proceedings were con¬ 
stantly Interrupted by wrangling and 
bickering, and arguing on the part of 
Mr. Comerford and members of the 
committee. Frequently Mr. Comerford 
Was ordered into his seat by Chairman 
Beebe, and one time he became so ex¬ 
cited that he called Representative 
Mitchell a “liar" while the latter was 
on the stand. The committee passed 
almost as much time arguing and 
wrangling as they did hearing evi¬ 
dence, and it needed but a word to 
start arguments whlch^lasted for min¬ 
utes at a time. _

MRS. E. R. ABBOTT CERTAIN THE NEW ALBANY COUNCIL 


THAT HUSBAND LEFT LARGE 
FORTUNE HE CLAIMED. 


GOVERNMENT DEPOT TROUBLE 


ACTS AS EXPECTED ON SEWER 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


The trunk left at the Stauss Hotel In 
Jeffersonville by Edmund R. Abbott, 
who died at Muncle on Janunry 14. ten 
hours after marrying: Mrs. Clara Tut¬ 
tle. to whom he willed an estate claim* 
e<l by her to be worth 1200 . 000 . and also 
his $20,000 Insurance, was opened yes¬ 
terday. The box contained a few arti¬ 
cles of wearing apparel, among which 
were a plug hat and a Prince Albert 
coat, both of which had been good 
when first purchased. There were nu¬ 
merous old papers of different kinds, 
but not one of them had an Intrinsic 
value. No Inquiry has been made at 
the hotel for any of Abbott's effects 
by any one from Muncle. 

Further and more definite Informa¬ 
tion received In Jeffersonville yester¬ 
day goes to show that Mrs. Elizabeth 
Dlmond, of San Diego, Cal., mother of 
Abbott, had not seen her son for years, 
although she had spent much of her 
time and a fortune trying to locate 
him. In her letter to the widow of her 
Bon she said she had written letters 
addressed to Edmund R. Abbott to 
nearly every Important place in the 
country, but only two of them were 
taken out of the post-office, It being a 
matter of doubt whether he received 
them. 

The Chief of Police at San Diego lo¬ 
cated Mrs. Dlmond and informed Ker 
that her son was dead. She broke 
down and said that an hour before she 
had a premonition that something was 
going to happen. She asked for full 
particulars of her son’s death and said 
she believed he was heavily Insured. It 
Is not explained hrttv she reached this 
conclusion when she had not heard 
[ from him for years. Mrs. Dlmond, In 
her letter, requested that the remains 
* be burled at Muncle, as she did not 
care to see the dead body after having 
been a stranger to her son so long. 

Mrs. Abbott said the body would be 
burled within the next few days, as she 
did not care to hold the remains much 
longer since his mother had been lo¬ 
cated. Mrs. Abbott still believes her 
I husband owned the large estate he 
| claimed and that he was heavily In- 
| sured. , 

TO MEB MATTERS. 


1 Object of Postmaster Myers' Wash¬ 
ington Trip.

Myers, of Jeffersonville, is expected to 
arrive there In a short time to pour 
oil on the troubled waters at the Gov- 
erment Depot. The most recent dis¬ 
turbance Ip oveT the retirement of Will¬ 
iam H. Kehrt and John T. Miner, who 
were in the harness department. An 
appeal has been made to Quartermas¬ 
ter General Humphrey In their behalf 
to retain them, but he has written a 
letter to Congressman Zenar that he 
will not do so. 

The trip of T. C. Grover, the clerk 
who was given sixty days for talking 
too much for publication, to Washing¬ 
ton was without satisfactory results, 
as Quartermaster General Humphrey 
refuses to revoke the order suspending 
him and he will have about thirty days 
more to rest. CLnud Adams, who was 
given a lay-off at the depot and In- 
terjiosed objections, hns been sent to 
Plattsburgh, N. Y. The Information 
given out Sunday that John W. Tlm- 
monds, who was retired from the po¬ 
sition of chief engineer, then to be re¬ 
turned ns an osslstan-t. followed by an 
order for transfer, would leave yester¬ 
day for Fort Screven, Ga.. evidently 
did not come from him. as he Is still 
in Jeffersonville. No intimation wns 
given that Mr. Tlmmonds had Any 
thoughts at all of going to Fort Sorev- 
.*n, ami there Is an existing belief that 
he Is again asking to be restored to 
his old place, as there Is no perma¬ 
nent successor to him*

HOCH MAY BE LOUIS SCHMIDT. 


At the regular semi-monthly meeting 
of the New Albany Common Council 
laat evening the bond of $430,000 of P. 
J. McNerney, contractor for sewer Im¬ 
provement, with the Federal Union 
Surety Company, of Indianapolis, as 
security, was approved by a vote of 
ten ayes to four noes. Frank Fouger- 
ousse, Councilman from the Second 
ward, as president of the Council, wai 
authorized to sign the oontract and the 
bond. Mayor Grose having refused to 
do so. The City Clerk, Eugene Brisby, 
was directed to sign both the contracts 
and the bond In hla official capacity, 
and to affix to them the seal of the 
city. This action was taken over the 
Mayor’s head. 

The resolution providing for such 
action was introduced by Councilman 
Harris, who had attended the meeting, 
although he was compelled to arise 
from a sick bed to do so. After the 
reading of the resolution Councilman 
Strack moved to lay on the table, his 
motion being lost by a vote of ten 
noes to four ayes. 

When City Clerk Brisby had com¬ 
pleted announcing the vote adopting 
the resolution. Mayor Grose declared 
the action of the Council out of order 
and said that body had no authority to 
delegate his powers to sign the con¬ 
tract. Councilman McQuiddy appealed 
from the action of the chair nnd Coun¬ 
cilman Fougerousse. as President of 
the Council, stepping to the front, put 
the question, “Shall the order of the 
Mayor stand?*' The action of the 
Council was sustained by a vote of 
ten to four. 

On motion of Councilman Strack the 
bond whs read. It provides that the 
Improvement shall be completed within 
300 working days from April 1. and 
should the work begin before that time 
that excess Is to be deducted. The con¬ 
tractor agTees to forfeit $50 a day for 
each and every day required over 300 
days to complete the work. Provision 
Is made that any delay occasioned by 
strikes or by the action of the city 
shall not be counted in the 300 days, 
and the contractor hinds himself to 
pay the men employed as much wages 
as Is obtained for similar work, thereby 
making It Impossible for him to create 
a strike by paying Insufficient wages. 

According to the provisions of the 
bond, the city agrees to assess the cost 
of the improvement against the prop¬ 
erty owners benefited thereby and to 
Issue to the contractor improvement 
bonds of a denomination of $ 1,000 each, 
bearing 5 per cent Interest and payable 
In ten equal Installments. These as¬ 
sessments made against the property 
benefited are to be placed on the tax 
duplicate and collected annually for ten 
years from the property owners, the 
same as other taxes are collected. 

A petition of Theodore S. Day ask¬ 
ing that hts property, which had been 
advertised as delinquent, be exempted 
from sale on account of n ro!stnk«\ was 
referred to the Committee on Finance 
to report hack. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
adversely on a motion Introduced at a 
previous Council, providing for a re¬ 
bate of the penalties Imposed on delin¬ 
quent taxpayers. The ‘report of the 
committee was concurred In by a vote 
of ten to four. An ordinance was In¬ 
troduced providing for the establishing 
of a Board of Health, consisting of 
three members of the Council, with 
the Health Officer as ex-officlo secre¬ 
tary of the board. The members of the 
board are to sene without pay, except 
that received as members of the Com¬ 
mon Council. It shall have full power 
to execute the orders of the State 
Board of Health and In case of epidem¬ 
ics and contagious diseases shall have 
discretionary authority to Incur any 
required expense in order that diseases 
which are a menace to the health of 
the community may be stamped out. 
The ordinance was adopted by a vote 


of ten ayes to four noes, and the coun¬ 
cil adjourned.

nounced that they would build the lines 
started by the Davis company. Before 
the Davis company was placed In the 
hands of a receiver, however, the Fay¬ 
ette Fiscal Court revoked the franchises 
In this county held by Davis, and sold 
them to the Fayette Traction Company, 
of*whlch C. J. Bronston is president, 
and when the sale was made by the re¬ 
ceiver the Bebee company was only 
able to purchase the Wood ford-county 
franchises. 

The heads of the two companies met 
torday, and Bebee made an offer of $5.- 
500, give or take, and President Bron¬ 
ston accepted the proposition and the 
deal was Immediately closed. Bebee 
wrote a letter to County Judge Wll- 
holt and Mayor Miller, of Versailles, 
telling them of the deal, and thanking 
them for the consideration shown him.

EVANS GOES FREE 


BUT BROWNING IS HELD TO 
GRAND JURY AT BEDFORD. 


Upon Being Released Evnns Files 
Affidavits Against a News¬ 
paper Man. 


Bedford, Ind., Feb. 6 .—Frahk Evans, 
acquitted to-day by Justice Mcl^achan 
of a charge of complicity In the mur¬ 
der of Sarah C. Schaefer, after a pre¬ 
liminary hearing Jointly with Elmer 
Browning, who was bound over to the 
grand Jury to-night, filed affidavits be¬ 
fore Mayor J. Hlxon Smith for the ar¬ 
rest of George W. Riley, the newspaper 
man who was active In bringing about 
the arrest and prosecution of Evans 
and Browning.

The speculative appetite to-day felt the lack 
of the highly-seasoned deal rumors with which 
It was braced last week- Somewhat languid 
attention wa* paid in consequence to railroad 
stocks, which were concerned In most of lost 
weeks rumor*. Th*r > waa a diversion of in¬ 
terest to the list of j , ciaUR*. and in that do. 
Itartmegi there were some striking movements. 
Stocks of that does, however, hav# leaa ln- 
flucnce upon general •enttmem than the stand¬ 
ard railroad stocks. The sympathetic effect 
to-day was confined to a power of resistance 
developed against the early defir*s*lon. which 
pretty well restored the level of prices, but did 
not carry* It above Saturday’s closing. 

The selling wo* In pari a continuation of the 
Saturday movement, which evidently wna due 
to raltqj.vlngs over the progress </f tho agitation 
for control of ratlrogd rate* and to the poor 
bank statement. The early dtcHne was insig¬ 
nificant. outside of seme of the stock* which 
Lad been unduly stimulated last week. A num¬ 
ber of the minor Vanderbilt* were In thl* cat¬ 
egory. and showed the effect of tho failure of 
confirmation of some of the extravagum com¬ 
bination stories which had been circulated. 

To-day's substitute fur thu customary deal 
story wa* a revival of old reporui of a com¬ 
bination under one control of the New York 
CUy traction companies. A spurt of 12 points 
to a new high record by Interborough Rapid 
Transit on the curb gave color to the rumors, 
although the movement was effected on light 
transactions In the stock. The Metropolitan 
properties and Manhattan make a ready re¬ 
sponse. however, on the Stock Exchange to this 
outside movement, notwithstanding the lock of 
official sanction of any of the report*.
